An Oklahoma divorce law that recently took effect give.s a 
wife all of a couple's property, even hubby 1 s socks and pipe,. 
"1 sure as heck didn't aean to give all my cows to ny wife in th> : 
unlikely event of a divorce," said State Sen. John Young, a count* 
lawyer who started the idea, ne said he just wanted a woman to 
have. the right to regain her maiden name after a divorce. He saic 
the intent was to make Oklahoma's divorce law in accord with the 
Equal Rights Amendment, "where everybody starts even in a divorce 
court." Opponents claim it will result in chaos if the state 
supreme court doesn't declare it unconstitutional. Gov. David 
3oren was asked by a coauthor- of the law to call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to repeal it* Boren said lis would wait 
for a legal opinion. 

Young 1 a 250 word measure was passed without close scrutiny 
in the closing hov.rs of the 1975 legislature. The giveawa*- to 
the ladies was on the front pa^e. "When a divorce ahaii be grant*, 
the wife shall he restored to her maiden name if she so desires , 
and also to all the property, lands, tenements, hereditaments 
owned by either party before marriage or acquired by- either part- 
in their own right after such marriage and not previously disoos.c 
of," the bill states* 

Boren signed the bill on June 12, but nobody discovered what 
it really said until September. "I think there is a strong pos- 
sibility* of a constitutional defect which would keep the bill 
from taking effect," said Boren, a former professor of constitu- 
tional law at Oklahoma Baptist University. 

She first legal test came in a suit filed by TTrs. Johnita 
Sue Caywood of ITornan, Okla. , who is seeking all of the propert;- 
of her husband, Robert Ilonroe Jaywood Jr. A state iudge declared 
the law unconstitutional at a pretrial hearing, "ntil tbe court 
rules, the Oaywoods' attorneys said p "Chaotic conditions will 
■prevail in the trial courts, leaving the dispostion and division 
of property of litigants in divorce cases in a state of uncertain- 
ty." 

How the bill became law has evoked almost as much interest 
as its wording. Kep* L. II. Bengston Jr. joined Young as Eovse 
author for the measure but since has asked the govs, •'nor to call 
a special session to repeal it. Sen. Gens Stipe said he agreed 
to be a coauthor becatise "it sounded like a good deal. It was 
supposed to treat husband and wife alike. I didn't read it. *\3 
a matter of fact there were about 50 of us senators plus 100 Vou.3
